Complaints on the rise 
from new assessments

With the average township assessment 
up 8.8 percent in Antioch, many residents 
have been complaining about the 
increases in property taxes. While some 
assessments went down, many others 
noted an increase of up to IS percent. 

"What we have seen was an increase in 
the waterfront properties," said Clifton 
Houghton, Anlioch's assessor. "Some of 
the values went up 10 to 15 percent," 

The assessed vaJues are dciermined by a 
market valuation. In simple terms, the 
value of a piece of property is compared 
to other similar pieces of property 



recently sold. The price paid by these 
buyers affects the value of similar homes. 
So, if on the average, homes in the area 
arc sold at a higher price, the valuations 
of other existing properties will also go 
up. 

It appears that even though many area 
residents were affected by flooding this 
year, the values of these properties sdU 
went up. Despite the fact that many 
waterfront properties are built on a flood 
plain, buyers arc still paying more to 
purchase these homes. Which is a lough 
pill lo swallow for many residents.

reports college 
entrance exam scores up 

LAKE ZURICH— More Lake 
Zurich High School students are taking 
standardized college entrance exams, and 
their scores arc increasing. The scores for 
core students have gon&up four-tenths of 
a point, with the class of *93 scoring 24.2 
on the ACT test, compared with a state 
composite of 22.8 and national score of 
22. Also, 171 seniors took the exam last 
year out of 215 who graduated, with 161 
taking it the previous year and 130 before 
that.

Shooting victim able to 
speak to investi^tors

Lake County Sheriffs officials have 
interviewed injured Wauconda Firefighter 
James E. Johnson at Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge, asking questions 
concerning what happened the night of 
July 13 when he was shot in the head. 

Lake County Sheriffs police Lt. 
Chester Iwan, chief of investigations, said- 
they spoke with Johnson, 30, with his 
surgeons and therapists present on Sept. 
14. 

Iwan said they would be taking the re- 
sults of the interview to the Lake County 
State's Attorney on Sept. 16 and discuss 
the possibility of filing criminal charges 
against suspended Island Lake Police 
Officer Rena Jensen, the only other per- 
son present in the trailer she shared with 
Johnson near Sunny Day Farms in 
Wauconda when he was shot with her 
gun. 

Iwan said they .should* have a decision 
made by Sept. 17. 



Johnson has had a remarkable recovery 
since his arrival at the hospital. After 
remaining in a coma for several weeks, 
Johnson is now able to walk with a cane, 
talk slowly and recognize people, accord- 
ing to Richard McGill, Wauconda Fire 
Department captain. 

"Each day he seems to get better," 
McGill said. 

Jensen, 30, is currently awaiting a 
hearing before the Island LaJce Police and 
Fire Conmiission scheduled for Sept. 30 
to determine if she will be fired for 
charges of improperly using her weapon 
and giving false information to officers at 
the scene. 

Jensen had initially told authorities 
Johnson had shot himself while cleaning 
the gun, then changed her story, saying 
the gun accidentally went off after an ar- 
gument. 

She has been off the force since the 
shooting, and suspended without pay 
since Aug. 5 when Island Lake Police 
Chief Eugene W. Bach filed the charges. 



Annexation dispute rages 
over Forest Preserve land

The gloves are off in the confrontation 
between the Village of Mettawa and the 
Lake County Forest Preserve District. 

At a special meeting of the Forest 
Preserve finance committee trustees from 
Mettawa lashed out at representatives of 
the Forest Preserve District for agreeing 
to delay a decision on the annexation of 
the Grainger property. 

Representatives from Grainger had 
presented a letter asking for this defer- 
ment. It will be turned over to the Forest 
Preserve attorney for legal review. 

In a letter of rebuttal to finance com- 
mittee members Adrienne M. Tindall 
said, "If you continue to refuse Mettawa's 
request to annex minimal Forest Preserve 
acreage, you arm Grainger, the one 
petitioning for your approval, with a tool 
to be used against you as you consider 
their requests. 



"Do you have any idea what will hap- 
pen if you give pro-development Vernon 
Hills access to hundreds of acres of unde- 
veloped land here in the middle? How can 
you . . . feel that Vernon Hills would pro- 
vide the same kind of support systems for 
the Forest Preserves that Mettawa would 
provide?" 

Forest Preserve District President 
Colin McRae had not attended the Sept 
10 meeting, but said that he was told the 
trustee was "rude, crude and obnoxious. 
A fellow from Grainger said she "cursed 
him out." 

McRae had seen a copy of Tindall's 
letter, and described it as "incredible." 
The village of Mettawa, said McRae, has 
a major conflict of interest, providing 
misinformation and "using tactics that 
won't work with intelligent people." 

"The Forest Preserve District is not 
intended to be used as a zoning tool," he 
said.

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IRA makes good part of savings strategy 



If you're unsure about 
the tax advantages of 
contributing to an Indi- 
vidual retirement account

one under age 70 1/2 who 
had earned income could 
put money into an IRA 
and take a tax deduction 
for the value of the contri- 
bution.

Those who do not partici- 
pate in employer-spon- 
sored retirement plans 



and those who do partici- 
pate in a retirement plan 
but whose income falls 
below certain thresholds. 
If neither you nor your 
spouse has an employer - 
sponsored retirement 
plan at work, each of you 
can deduct IRA contribu- 
tions of up to $2,000 a 
year. If your spouse does- 
n't work, your deductible 
contribution is limited t 
$2,250 a year. 

Your joint adjusted 
gross income determines 
how much of your IRA 
contribution is deductible 
if either you or your 
spouse is an active partic- 
ipant in a retirement plan 
at work, A married couple 
who files jointly and 
whose adjusted gross in- 



come is less than $40,000 
gets a Ml deduction of up 
to $4,000 annually if both 
spouses work and each 
earns at least $2,000. A 
single person eligible for 
an employer-sponsored 
retirement plan must 
have adj usted gross in- 
come of no more than 
$25,000 to qualify for the 
full $2,000 deduction.

either spouse is an active 
participant lose the right 
to deduct any part of dieir 
IRA contributions when 
their adjusted gross in- 
comes exceed $50,000; for 
single persons, the 
threshold is $35,000. 

Although tax law 
places restrictions on 
those who qualify for an 
IRA, deduction, anyone 
under age 70 i/2 with 
earned Income from a job 
or self-employment can 
still make an IRA contri- 
bution and earn tax-de- 
ferred Income. 

CPAs point out that the 
greatest tax- savings is not 
in the initial IRA contri- 
bution but In the tax-free 
compounding of earn- 
ings. When weighing the 



benefits of IRAs against 
other investment options, 
determine whether the 
accumulation of tax- de- 
ferred income in your IRA 
will give you a greater rate 
of return at witihidrawal 
than other taxable or tax- 
free investments. 

Unless you become 
disabled, withdrawing 
money before age 59 1/2 
will result in a 10 percent 
penalty in addition to the 
ordinary income tax due. 
When you're between the 
ages of59 1/2 and 70 1/2, 
you can withdraw as much 
or as little a you want from 
your IRA without penalty. 
However, distributions to 
an IRA owner must com- 
mence no later than April 
1 following the calendar 



year in which the owner 
reaches 70 1/2. 

If you have made both 
deductible and non-de- 
ductible contributions to 
an IRA, each time you 
make a withdrawal you 
must calculate what part 
of your withdrawal is tax- 
able and what part is tax- 
free. Tax law requires you 
to prorate taxable and 
non-taxable withdrawals 
based on all your IRA as- 
sets. Total the amounts In 
all your IRA accounts to 
determine what percent- 
age of your withdrawal is 
taxable. 

Generally, you need 
not pay any taxes on your 
IRA withdrawal if within 
60 days, you roll it over 
into another IRA. Your are ' 
allowed to roll over each 
IRA only once a year. 

However, if the money 
is paid dlrecdy to you, you 
will be subject to a 20 per- 
cent withholding tax on 
the amount that is with- 
drawn. To avoid the with- 
holding tax, the funds 
must be transferred dl- 
recdy from one trustee to 
anothet.

Down payment: The 
amount of the down.pay- 
ment you'll need depends 
on how the transaction is 
structured and the type of 
financing you obtain.

lenders will require a 20 
percent down payment, 
although In some cases, 
loans with down pay- 
ments of as little as 10 . 
percent may be obtained. 
If a down payment of less 
than 20 percent is made, 
the buyer likely will have 
to pay private mortgage 
insurance, wiilch guaran- 
tees that^e lender will be 
repaid in case of default. 

Single -family mort- 
gages insured by the 
Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) 
have more lenient down 
payment requirements 
than most conventional 
loans. In most cases, FHA 
financing requires down 
payments of less than five 
percent. Mortgages 
guaranteed by the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs (DVA) require no 
down payment on loans 
up to $184,000. 

Closing costs: Closing 
costs, paid at settlement, 
vary considerably. How- 
ever, the most common 
costs including the foUoW' 
ing: discount points (one 
point equals one percent 
of the loan amount), title 
insurance, escrow fees, 
attorney fees, termite re- 
port, recording fees, ap- 
praisal fees, document 



preparation fees, notary 
fees and a loan underwrit- 
ing fee. 

Loan quallflcatjon: 
Determining how large a 
mortgage for which you 
qualify Is based mainly on 
the interest rate offered 
arid your Income. The 
higher the interest rate, 
the higher the monthly 

- payment. And, the higher 
the montlily payment, the 
more income you will 
need to qualify for the 
mortgage. For conven- 
tional financing, lenders 
generally limit the 
montiily payment to 28 
percentof our gross 
monthly income, al- 
though exceptions can be 
made depending on in- 
dividual circumstances.

The Avon Township Relief Fund is 
Hearing its completion with about $9,000 
in funds collected and about the same 
amount disbursed with the date for dona- 
tions extended to Sept. 30.

Springer who flew to outer space in 1989

The highlight for fourth-grade teacher 
Vandrush was when she got the chance lo 
be "Commander" for a simulated trip 
through space. 

Her partner, Thielen, flew along with 
her while she manned the "capsule" and 
got the chance to operate all switches and 
buttons that could do everything including 
deploying satellites. 



Being commander was pressuring, but 
exhilarating for Vandrush as she had to 
operate the vessel, being sure to push the 
right buttons in a two-hour time span. 

"It gave me such a great respect for 
shuttle astronauts and pilots in general," 
said Vandrush, who has never flown a real 
aircraft herself.

Flooding help on way 



Commission poised to 
become force in dealing 
with flooding and 
drainage problems. 

Despite all the efforts of county officials 
and their good intentions, the bottom line 
on the Lake County Stormwater 
Management Commission is thaf even 
after three years of operation, the agency 
still is in its infancy due to inadequate 
funding even as flooding problems get 
worse. 

While the 12-raember conmiission made 
up of six Lake County Board members 
and six village mayors struggle with 
adequate financing, Director Ward Miller 
gamely plows ahead, aware of what he 
calls a "grand plan" dealing with growing 
stormwater and flooding pft>blems, yet 
being able to take only what he candidly 
admits are "baby steps." 

With a low-key style and a down-to- 
earth approach, the former Oklahoma 
resident seems to be the right person for a 
tough job. In his public contacts, Miller 
is upfront about commission aims to 
train personnel, improve the department's 
technical abilities and raise the level of 
awareness in an area where stormwater 
management in the past amounted to 
putting in culverts to drain stormwater on 



the neighbor's property. Curbing/, 
building in flood plain or flood prone 
areas in Lake County all too often has 
been an anathema. 

With good humor. Miller talks about 
operating on a $865,000 annual budget 
where if funds were available services 
valued at between $5 to $7 nuUion could 
be justified. Miller uses those figures to 
describe the enormity of the county's 
stormwater management needs . 

Record floods of 1986 and 1987 spurred 
the County Board to take action to create 
the potentially powerful agency. County 
officials acted with the knowledge that 
flooding damage in Lake County for the 
period 1965-80 annually amounted to $2 
1/2 million: With more. building and 
development, that figure hasn't lessened. 
Not the least of Miller's headaches has 
been apathy or outright opposition from 
municipalities afraid of outside controls 
over local land use. 

Without becoming another tax burden, 
the department feels it^ can become 
virtually self-funding through imposition 
of charges for services performed. That 
expectation might exceed reality, but 
Miller's assertion that the commission 
doesn't want to become "another layer of 
■ bureaucracy" is comforting. With flood 
damage on the increase, it's good to know 
that local government is doing something 
beneficial.

After the most recent Mettawa elec- 
tion, these services which we graciously 
provided without intent to profit were

tenninated at their request. 

WiUi such a history of cooperation, 
recent statements attributed to Mettawa 
residents and officials concerning Vernon 
Hills have come as quite a surprise. 
Rather than responding to what have be- 
come hysterical rantings addressing the 
W.W. Grainger case specifically, allow 
me the opportunity to offer some 
thoughts on general development issues. 

As is clear to any casual observer, the 
physical development of Vernon Hills and 
Mettawa is quite different. What may not 
be clear are the underiying causes and re- 
sulting effects of this difference. Cer- 
tainly, geography and natural resource 



constraints and opportunities have played 
a role in the divergent development of the 
two municipalities. But beyond the mitial 
constraints and opportunides, beyond the 
nuances of traffic or forestry management, 
beyond Uie particulars of sign control or 
site plan review, a larger issue looms. 
Toward what end does a connmunity's land 
use regulations and development standards' 
strive? 

Vernon Hills has strived to be a re- 
sponsible partner in attaining the vision 
of Lake County as a region offering the 
full range of services and opportunities to 
its residents. With diversified land uses, a 
wide array of housing choices, high qual- 
ity employment centers, exceptional 
schools, excellent recreational facilities 
and, yes, a significant retail sector, Ver- 
non Hills has evolved into one of the 
most active communities in Lake 
County. It is a community where resi- 
dents, and many non-residents, are pre- 
sented with a plethora of choices to meet 
their needs. 

Our emergence as a Diversified Re-

Larry P. Horist, executive director of die 
United Republican Fund and legislative 
chair of the Illinois Educational Choice 
Coalition, refers to the "incestuous 
relationship" between the political powers 
of Chicago and the school unions.

Contrasting the vibrant and diverse 
Vernon Hills with the more sedate and in- 
sular Mettawa is, ultimately, beside the 
point We do not seek to malign our east- 
em neighbor for their planning values al- 
though we (and many others) are justifi- 
ably concerned over exclusion of all de- 



velopment except large lot residential con- 
tributes inordinately to suburban sprawl 
and its attendant socio-ecologic ills. That 
a municipality with nary a store nor em- 
ployment center to support the acquisitive 
lifestyle of, its residents complains about 
traffic is amusing, if not disingenuous.

Braun fails poor women

Imagine my surprise to read that Sena- 
tor Carol Moseley-Braun withdrew her co- 
sponsorship from the Senate version of 
the Freedom of Choice Act (FOCA). 
Does the Senator really want us to believe 
she is concerned about poor women? 

Reality shows us that the Senate ver- 
sion of FOCA (S25) contains an excep- 
tion to allow stales to refuse to pay for 
abortions. Thirty-seven states pay for 
Medicaid abortion only under rare cir- 
cumstances, including Illinois, which 
pays for an abortion only to save the life 
of the mother. Now Senator Moseley- 
Braun has withdrawn her support from 
S25 in part precisely because of that 
exception, which, she said, "allows the 
states to discriminate against poor women 
seeking an abortion" (July 8 press release 
from Senator Moseley-Braun). In other 
words, the excepdon would allow Illinois 
and other states to continue to deny tax 
funding for abortion, and Senator Mose- 
ley-Braun does not think that should be 
permitted. 

Carol Moseley-Braun has been elected 
to preserve our heritage and posterity, she 
must begin to speak out for the poor 
child, both unborn and bom, convenient 
and inconvenient, wanted and unwanted, 
rich and poor. Cert^ly the Senator can 
offer poor women more than the death of 
their pre-bom children.

Mother charged with murdering three babies

Lake County Stale's Attorney Michael 
J. Waller charged Gail L. Savage of 
Wauconda with three separate cases of 
First Degree Murder for Uie death of her 
three children. 

Waller, announced the charges at a 
press conference held Sept. 9 at the Lake 
County Courthouse. 

Savage, 30, of 400 Dunbar Rd., con- 
fessed to killing her three children to Lake 
County Sheriffs Department authorities 
after accompanying her husband, James, 
to a Grand Jury hearing the day before 
where he had been subpoenaed to appear. 

"It is our belief a blanket was used in 
the suffocation deaths of all three chil- 
dren," Waller said. 

Savage smothered the children in their 
cribs near or shortly after 12 p.m. in all 
three cases, when her husband, James, 
was away at work, said Barbara E. 
Richardson, Lake County coroner. Waller 



said James Savage is not a suspect. 

Richardson said autopsies on all diree 
children showed no brusies, injuries or 
abnormalities in their lungs, other than 
small, minute hemorrhaging which "oc- 
curs in many, many different kinds of 
death." 

Waller said Savage has mentioned no 
motive or explanation for the murders, 
and said he was sure her mental condition 
would be explored in court proceedings. 

Savage has been held at the Lake 
County Jail since her arrest and is cur- 
rently awaiting for her arraignment hear- 
ing which was continued from Sept. 10 to 
Sept. 27. No bond had been set, a 
spokeswoman for the Lake county Circuit 
Court said. 

Lt. Chester Iwan said Savage had an 
emotional breakdown 20 minutes into her- 
husband's interview and confessed to the 
crimes. She was not scheduled to be 
questioned at that time, Iwan said. 

Waller said an investigation' began af- 



ter the Savage's third child, five-month- 
dld Cynthia Gail, was found dead by her 
mother at around noon on July 26^ 
Michael Andrew died after living only a 
few weeks on Nov. 5, 1990, and 22-day- 
old Amber Lynn died on Feb. 5. 1992. 

Michael's death had been attributed to 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome based 
upon statement's made by the mother to 
medical personnel, while Amber's death 
had been listed as "undetermined," by the 
Coroner's office. 

After Cynthia died, a mutli-agency m- 
vcstigation was begun, involving the 
Lake County State's Attorney, Lake 
County Sheriffs Department, Lake 
County Coroner, the State Department of 
Family Children Services and the 
Wauconda Police Department 

Richardson said an extensive investi- 
gation involving experts in SIDS and in- 
fant death from San Diego, Milwaukee, 
Baltimore and Miami was begun to de- 
termine the cause of the third child's 



death, which had initially been thought of 
as a possible third case of SIDS in the 
same family. 

In her 17 years in the county, 
Richardson said there has only been one 
family with more than one SIDS death, 
and they had two. 

In the investigation, the Savage's wa- 
ter was tested, the Consumer Protection 
Service was contacted about the crib, the 
Center for Disease Control was called and 
the Savage's car was tested for its emis- 
sions. 

The Cystic Fibrosis Foundation was 
brought in because James. Savage has a 
child from a previous marriage suffering 
from the disease, and the investigators 
looked into epilepsy as a cause, because 
Gail Savage had been diagnosed as an 
epileptic, Richardson said. 

The Coroner's office is required by law 
to hold an inquest for all three children's 
death. Inquests had not been held for the 
first two children when they died, 
Richardson said.

Judge issues gag 
order in the ease

If convicted of killing her three in- 
fants, Gail Savage could face the possibil- 
ity of receiving the death penalty, Lake 
County State's Attorney Michael J. 
Waller said. 

Under Illinois law, Savage, 30, could 
be given the death penalty if convicted of 
first-degree murder for more than one of 
the deaths. Savage, of 400 Dunbar 



Rd. in Wauconda, was charged Sept. 9 
with three counts of murder after allegedly 
confessing to Lake County Sheriffs in- 
vestigators that she suffocated the infants 
with a blanket to stop them from crying. 

A gag-order was issued by Lake 
County Judge Harry Hartel Jr. on Sept. 
10, restricting any public comments froni 
investigators, attorneys and law enforce- 
ment officials concerning evidence or 
opinions in the case with the news media. 

The order was requested by Savage's 
attorney, Robert J. Hauser, of Waukegan. 

Hauser also happens to be the attorney 
for suspended Island Lake Police Officer 



Rena Jensen who has been accused of; 
shooting her, boyfriend, Wauconda 
Firefighter James E. Johnson, in the head. 
Hauser reportedly said Savage had un- 
dergone psychiatric treatment in the past 
after a court hearing Thursday. 

Investigators have also said she had 
taken an overdose of pills for her epilepsy 
shortly after her first baby, Michael 
Andrew, died on Nov. 5, 1990, after liv- 
ing a few weeks. 

Savage had told investigators she 
placed a blanket over the face of all three 
babies in each case until they stopped 
breathing. She then called the Wauconda 



paramedics after waiting a while, and told 
them she found them dead in their cribs. 

James Savage, 36, contends his belief 
in his wife's innocence, and continues to 
believe the infants all died of Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome. 

Amber Lynn died on Feb. 5, 1992 af- 
ter living 22-days, and Cynthia Gail died 
July 26, sparking a multi-agency investi- 
gation resulting in the arrest of Savage af- 
ter she broke down and confessed to the 
murders. 

Lake County Coroner Barbara E. 
Richardson has said it is near impossible 
for three infants in the same family to be 
afflicted with SIDS. 



Public reaction mature 
to HIV infected student

So far, the community response has 
been wonderful. Parents and students of 
Antioch's District 34 schools were 
recently notified through the September 
newsletter that a child in the district has 
been infected with human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV). 

Superintendent Donald Skidmore 
reports that they have not had any 
problems with upset parents or students. 

"The community at large is handling it 
very well," said Skidmore. "The response 
was as I predicted. The public has reacted 
with a mature and responsible attitude. I 
am proud of them." 

According to the AnUoch Upper Grade 
School's newsletter, the notification was 
to assure parents and students that the 
school district has strict universal 
precaution procedures in place which will^' 
be followed by all employees and 
students. The precautions arc being 
followed to "virtually eliminate the 
possibility of spreading any bloodbomc 
infections."' 



The newsletter emphasized that it is 
agreed by medical professionals that HIV 
and AIDS cannot be spread by casual 
contact. In an effort to educate parents 
and studchLs, a medical professional will 
be on hand during the upcoming Open 
House at the school on Thursday, Sept. 
16 to answer questions concerning the 
hepatitis B virus (HBV), HIV, and AIDS. 

It is estimated that one percent of all 
HIV and AIDS cases arc in children under 
the age of 13. According to the 
newsletter, it was inevitable that sooner 
or later there would be a child in the 
district with the infection. 

The district believes they have an 
obligation to raise the level of awareness 
of the community-at-largc about the 
necessity of using proper precautions in 
every cnvironmcnL 

"We want to assure the people we have 
the precautions in place," explained 
Skidmore. "More importantly we-^want to 
raise the level of awareness of the 
community in general. There arc the 
precautions everyone should take."

Calvary Qiristian School continues to grow, adds on

Calvary Christian School is expanding 
in a big way adding seven classrooms and 
moving its grade level up to the 11th- 
grade. 

The little Christian school on 
Monaville Road is offering many of the 
same programs as the bigger schools. The 
school is expanding to offer enough space 
for 267 kids and held a ground breaking to 
celebrate the addition. 

"We had a record breaking attendance 
year," said Jeannie GomoU of the Calvary 
Christian board. "We went from 143 last 
year to 227 this year. We had to turn peo- 
ple away this year. We started a young 
five group this year and it has a long 
waiting list. We had 28 first-graders." 

Rep. Phil Crane was among the dig- 
nataries present at the ground breaking 
ceremony. 

The new classrooms will help with the 
new grade level but will also add needed 
space for other grades levels as well. 

"Next year we will probably be having 
two rooms for some of the grades. The 
classrooms . will be used for all of the 
school depending on what needs the most 
attention," Gomoll said. 

Gomoll said part of the new class- 
rooms will be a new science lab for sci- 
ence and biology classes. 



"We wanted to keep up with curricu- 
lum and the science lab is very important 
to us," said Gomoll. 

Two years from now Calvary Christian 
will be the only full-fledged high school 
in Lake Villa. 

Besides upgrading the classrooms and 
space, Calvary is improving the sports 
programs it offers. The kids may now 
compete in soccer, basketball, volleyball 
and for the first time in spring, track. The • 
school will also play in conference with 
all Catholic schools for the furst time. 

Gomoll said the school being smaller 
than most schools is a real benefit. 

"When the school is larger it's more 
difficult and there are problems. We are a 
smaller Christian school where you know 
your kids will be safe," Gomoll said. 

Gomoll added people from throughout 
Lake County and into Wisconsin come to 
Calvary. "We have a lot of students from 
Gumee. It caught iis by surprise a lot of 
people from the Navy base in North 
Chicago came. We have some from as far 
* west as McHenry, north to Wisconsin and 
. to Mundelein in the south." 

Gomoll said parent involvement is an 
integral cog that makes the school better. 

"The key to our success is parental in- 
volvement. The parents go above and be- 
yond what you would expect," Gomoll 
said.

College of Lake County officials 
remain bjaffled over the "Von 
SaloschinVHirth du Fresnes Collection" 
fraud, and the "disappearance" of Bryn 
Lloyd Williams of the European Business 
Institute in Dublin, Ireland. 

According to Evelyn Sheile, P.R. 
director at CLC, the only communication 
that has taken place between the college 
and Williams' European Business Institute 
was in the form of two letters. 

The first, written by college officials, 
was to notify the Institute of the issues 
of fraud surrounding the author of the 
works. The second, written by the 
Institute, was a request to keep the 
supposed $3.4 million collection in 
storage until a freight handling firm takes 
the art work to London for further 
investigation. 

The Institute has yet to contact the 
college with authorization to pick up the 
works. The college has been cautioned not 
to release the collection to the exhibit's 
owners until authorized by authorities. 
The situation is currently under 
investigation to see if any legal action 
will take place. 

Williams did not attend a scheduled 
reception to kick off the art show at the 
college, and according to a receptionist at 
the Institute, is out of the country. 



"The art gallery has had a good record in 
the past with bringing shows into the 
community, and it is unfortunate that this 
has happened," said Sheiele. "If we ever 
have history works shown at the art 
gallery, we will have a healthy skepticism 
if anything raises flags in the future," 

College officials postponed the exhibit 
indefinitely on its opening day, Sept. 1, 
after suspicions concerning the 
collection's authenticity were made by 
several art dealers invited to the exhibit 
from Chicago. The exhibit was then 
canceled Sept. 2, after confirmation from 
independent art experts that the art work 
was fake. The exhibit was originally 
scheduled until Sept. 26. 

"We believe that there are some very ^ays to strengthen ties of 
important testimony that the work isn't racial unity, 
authentic, and as a college, we did not 
want to be a participmit," said Dr. Daniel 
LaVista, president of CLC. 

La Vista said that CLC's expenses are 
minimal. "We only had to pay for 
transportation and not to have the art 
work displayed here. Our expenses were 
very modest from postcards and other 
mailings, but we do not consider this a 
major financial difficulty."

Baxter announces actions to address health care 



Baxter International announced that it 
will undertake a series of actions to en- 
hance its leadership position in health 
care worldwide and to address the 
sweeping economic ch^ges anticipated in 
the U.S. health-care system during the 
coming months. 

"Baxter enjoys leadership positions in 
nearly all. of its core busincsses,"said Ver- 
non R. Loucks, Jr., chairman and chief 
executive officer. "Our long-term strategy 
is clear. We will provide the best mix of 
products and services to help our cus- 
tomers reduce their total costs, we will 
emphasize innovadvc technology and re- 
search, and we will expand our interna- 
tional presence." 

The effects of managed-care initiatives 
and the anticipation of health-care reform 
already have caused revenue growth to 
slow m the health-care products and sup- 
plies industry. Witli adjusted patient days 
continuing to decline, the S&P Medical 
Products and Supplies Index has shown a 
decline in revenue growth. Sales for all 



the companies in that index increased 
11.6 percent from 1991 to 1992, but 
growth slowed to 5.4 percent in the first 
quarter of 1993 and slowed further to 3.6 
in the second quarter. 

"Baxter did show revenue growth of 
6.5 percent for the second quarter of 
1993," Loucks said. "But in taking ac- 
tions to increase our market share, our 
mix of lower-margin distributed products 
has been higher than expected. This, 
along with continued pricing pressure, 
has put added pressure on our gross 
margins." Baxter said that, considering 
current market condidons, it expects good 
relative sales growth in the third quarter, 
which ends Sept. 30. However, neither 
the increase in sales nor the improvement 
in gross margins has been as strong as 
expected, Baxter officials announced. 

"Leaders must react quickly to 
impending market changes, and the 
changes in health care will be profound, 
whellier federally mandated, state initiated, 
market driven, or most likely all of the 



above," Loucks said. "We emphatically 
support the need for improved access to 
affordable, high-quality health care in the 
United States, in spite of any short-term 
pressure it may impose on our markets. 
Our job is not to resist changes within 
the health-care delivery system but to 
position Baxter to extend its market 
leadership in a more competitive 
envuronmenL" 

Baxter said it would take several steps 
to address changing market conditions and 
customer needs. The company will accel- 
erate its program to reshape its U.S sales- 
and-service force to meet changing cus- 
tomer requirements and the unique needs 
of a more regionally integrated health-care 
delivery system, Baxter will continue to 
invest in its powerful distribution, sys- 
tems and logistics capabilities while fo- 
cusing on ways to lower its total distribu-

themselves and the company when they 
are on a job," said Carey. "One new 
employee didn't even make to 7 a.m. oh 
his first day of work. I told him what he 
was to do that day and he put his tools 
back in his car and drove away. He told 
me, 'I'm not going to work that hard."' 

As a reward for their loyalty and 
professionalism, Carey pays his 
employees near or above competitive 
union wages. 

In the ftiture, Carey plans to keep his 
construction company the way it is for 
now, with only some work for 
commercial and industrial coimplexes 
changing; his routine of working on 
people's homes. 

"I'm not the lowest price out there, 
but I'm not the highest either,'' said 
Carey. "However, I'm the best value for 
the quality of the finished job and no one 
can beat my customer service." 

Carey adds that people who wish to 
add on to or remodel their home should 
check out a contractor before signing a 
contract with them. 

"If people were more educated about 
who they are hiring, they could avoid a 
lot of the problems that arise later in the 
project," said Carey, who tells horror 
stories of negligent contractors causing 
home fires, delaying completion of the 
project and high cost overruns. "They 
should check the contractor's previous 
work to see what they are getting before 
hiring them." 

Carey's newest project is Butler/Carey 
Development, where Carey hopes to build 
a few $120-150,000 homes in a 
developed, established neighborhood, and 
a small rental complex, so his company 



can build equity. 

"There is a real market for this type of 
home in an established neighborhood," 
said Carey. "My gut instinct is that this 
will be a real popular project for us." 

Carey's partner, Ed Butler, is Carey's 
superintendent of his construction 
business and know Butler will be able to 
handle the new venture. 

"My only problem is gonig to replace 
him for the construction business," said 
Carey. 

Finally, Carey owns a photography 
business, which he calls his hobby. Bill 
Carey Photography is how Carey "blows 
off steam" and manages the work-related 
stress that comes from the construction 
business.. 

"It's a gas," said Carey. "I just love to 
take pictures." 

Carey will be attending the 1994 
Olympic Games in Atlanta as a official 
photographer for the summer games. 

"I will get to be in the photography 
well with the guys from Sports 
Illustrated," said Carey. "It's going to be 
fun." • 

Unstaged events like fires, accidents

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CP A society provides tips 
on home business start up 



You need more than a good idea to 
launch a small business. To join the 
ranks of successful entrepreneurs, the Illi- 
nois CPA Society says you need' a good 
business plan/marketing savvy and suffi- 
cient capital, as well as a lot of self-disci- 
pline and energy. 

With the right skillis, in the right 
business, in the right location, you can be 
successful in hundreds of businesses. 
However, you should make sure the busi- 
ness you select suits your personality, in- 
terests and experience. If you don't enjoy 
what you're doing on a day-to-day basis, it 
will be difficult to put in the time and en- 
ergy necessary for your business to suc- 
ceed 

It you're thinking about opening a dry 
cleaning business, for example, but there 
are already three dry cleaners in your cho- 
sen locale, youli have little chance of be- 
ing successful. On the other hand, it 
you're thinking about opening a small 
print shop, even if there are no others in 
the area,, youll need to determine whether 
there are enough businesses and organiza- 
tions that need and can afford your ser- 
vices. 

Once you've identified your niche, 
carefully research the best site for your 
new busmess. The primary consideration 
in locating your business should be po- 
tential customer traffic. A business that 
may thrive in a shopping mall may 
flounder in a suburban main-street loca- 
tion, or vice versa.

It may sound crazy, but 
lawns do grow under> 
ground during the dor- 
mant period, and that's 
why it's so Important to . 
feed a lawn in autunm. As 
a general rule, feed a lawn 
about a month before it 
goes dormant. 

Grass growth slows 
down in autumn so that 
more energy is put into 
storing food in the root 
zone. The roots will con- 



tlnue to grow even during 
very cold weather. The 
root system will thicken to 
provide a denser, health- 
ier lawn in spring. 

Fertilizer provides ni- 
trogen, phosphorus, 
potassium and certain key 
elements like iron.

She's always dreamed of cruising the sunny 
Cajribbean. He just can't wait to hit the tables in 
Vegas. (Or is it the other way around?). 

Neither of you can get away for more than 3 or 4 
days, and the budget's a little tight this year, so it 
looks like a cheapy three day Vegas package is the 
only choice. 

Not so. 

Only a few years ago a three day cruise meant 
sailing on a small converted trans-atlantic 
passenger ship offering little more than a couple 
of slot machines-and very amateurish shows. 

Times have changed. Most of today's ships are 
as big as many of the largest resorts in Las Vegas 
and now offer full casinos.

Q: Dcar...Scarch: I work for a fairly new mid size company 
wticrcby I tiandlc the personnel and payroll functions. I 
recently received a wage gamisluncnl on an employee and 
never realized how much added work and effort goes in to 
this. Whiiic I realize ihai this is a legal gamishmcni, I would 
like to start a new policy infonning our employees (in a 
uictful way) that this is sooiclhing we choose not to have to 
deal with in our company. How would you suggest wc 
proceed? P.K. - Vcmon Hills 

A! Dear. P.K. Wage Garnishments and the laws governing 
ihcm vary among stales. While you have no choice in ihe 
maltcr but to comply with them, there arc ways to inform 
your employees that your company frowns down upon ihem. 
ITicrc arc many important issues btcsidcs wage gamishmcni, 
one is faced wiih in your position. If your company docs not 
have an employee handbook as yet, I advise one to be 
carefully constructed, dislributcd and signed for by all 
employees (You may wish to seek legal advice). This wLI 
cover any employee from coming lo you with the "you didn't 
Icll me" syndrome. You may wish to phrase this something 
10 the effect of ihc following: "Employees of our company 
arc expected to meet ihcir financial obligations. Any wage 
gamishmcnts placed against an employee incurs additional 
work and expense to our organization. Thank you for 
preventing wage gamishmcnts". As always your employee 
handbook should clearly pnsiect your company for the future 
by adding a notation that enables your company to change a 
policy at its diicretion. 

Ql Dear. ..Search: I have Ixicn called to serve jury duty for 
the first time. I am unaware as to how long this will last but 
is my employer required to pay mc for my time off? S.F. - 
LibcrtyviUc 

A: Dear S.P. Mosi companies recognize jury duly as a civic 
obligation. The majoniy of compartics pay their employees 
ihc difference between jury duty pay and their own earnings. 
Same goes for crhployccs in reserve training and the 
National Guard.

. He talked, jokingly, about how he 
knew he bad made something of his life 
when two of his life's goals, becoming an 
athledc director and owning Chicago 
Cubs season tickets, had already come 
true. I can't help but remember how 
impressed I was with him and great it 
would be to someday follow in his 
footsteps. However, I was very easily 
influenced at age 15 and, come on, he 
owned a seat a Wrigley Field, the greatest 
place to see the world's greatest game. 

Time passed, as it always does, and 
without even realizing it, I indeed had 
followed in his footsteps, ventured were 
he had once been before and finally, when 
I talked to him again, after being named 
sports editor at ]Lakeland, learned that he 
was as proud of me for what I've 
accomplished and done with my life as 
I've been of him all these years. 

Mundelein's new athletic director 
Doug Duval, now 44, was a big influence 
on my choice of journalism as a career 
and where I learned that being a student- 
athlete is special and cherished memory 



that shaped who I am today. 

Mr. Duval was always quick to help 
out those who came in contact with him 
at Crown, and probably everywhere else 
he has taught. 

It was only later, when I read his

As are my memories of old Irving 
Crown High School to me, which has 
since been renamed Dundee-Crown High 
School, the school I that later graduated 
from three years after Mr. Duval left to 
take on new challenges at another school 
in Addison. 

Despite the time and distance, I al\yays 
remembered my time spent with Mr. . 
Duval and only hope that some day some 
young person will remember me in the 
same light as I remember my days as a 
Viking student-athlete and Mr Duval.

Villa and Lindenhurst's 
growth, and we've heard the 
same complaint from 
Antioch," said Henneberry. 
"if the high school split, 
both the Lindenhurst/Lake

"Now," O'Shea explained, "the AIDS 
program is brand new— and so needed 
in Lake County. People won't have to 
make the long drive to Chicago for 
medical attention now, a drive that was 
very, very difficult for some people who 
were very ill." 

"One thing does bother me — the 
way the Lake County Board of Health is 
set up," O'Shea revealed. "The law 
reads that there must be one dentist 
and two physicians, one of which must 
be a psychiatrist, on the board. There is 
no specific requirement that a nunse 
serve on the board, and yet the nurses 
are the hands-on people of the health 
department" 

"Right now there are three active 
nurses on the board, but there is no 
guarantee that any nurses will be asked 
to serve on the board wiien these three 
leave." said O'Shea. "I'd like to see the 
law changed to include at least one 
nurse on the board." 

O'Shea's nursing career in Lake 
County began in 1953 when she started 
teaching at St Therese Hospital, When 
their school of nursing closed In 1989, 
O'Shea became a nursing home admin- 
istrator in Zion. In 1975 she became 
Community Health Nurse Coordinator 
for the Great Lakes V.A. Hospital, a po- 
sition she fdled until she retired this 
year. 

At V.A., O'Shea made sure that the 
veterans placed in nursing homes got 
the care they needed. "Very caring peo- 
ple work at die V.A.," said O'Shea. "The

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Toxin study at Rush to 
treat essential tremor

Neurologists at Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke Medical Center are seeking 
men and women with essential tremor, 
a common movement disorder charac- 
terized by involuntary muscle twitch- 
ing, usually of the hands. Volunteers 
wUl participate in a nationwide study 
to determine the effectiveness of 
BOTOX (botulinum toxin type A) for 
treating essential tremor. Rush is the 
only site in Chicago conducting the 
study. 

"More than half a million people 
are affected by essential tremor and 15 
percent of those people will be dis- 
abled by the disorder," says Cynthia 
Cornelia, MO, assistant attending in 
neurological sciences and internal 
medicine, and principal investigator 
for the Rush study. "The purpose of this 
study is to evaluate the benefit of the 
botulinum toxin, determine the most 
effective dose and note any adverse ef- 
fects." 

Food containing botulinum toxin 
can cause food poisoning, called bo- 
tulism. But, when properly prepared, 
the toxin can be safely injected into 
muscles. The toxin produces a tempo- 
rary weakness in the affected muscles. 
The Injection of tiiis drug is being used 
in an attempt to reduce the quivering. 
Essential tremor can also be treated 
with other medications or surgery, but 
not all patients respond to such treat- 
ments. 

In the study, participants will make 
10 outpatients visits to the Medical 
Center over four months. Dur'mg the 
initial visit, investigators will evaluate 
volunteers' tremors. In the second visit, 



participants will receive an injection of 
either the toxin or an Inactive liquid. 
Investigators will then note changes in 
tremors during participants' eight fol- 
low-up visits. Side effects may include 
weakness and fatigue, and soreness at 
the injection site. 

Botulinum toxin has been used suc- 
cessfully in the treatment of crossed 
eyes and involuntary closing of the 
eyes. Since 1987, researchers at Rush 
have also used the toxin to treat dysto- 
nia, another movement disorder. 

The essential tremor study is open 
to men and women, age 18 and older, 
who are not currently being treated or 
who are not satisfied with the effective- 
ness of their medications. Before ac- 
ceptance into the study, volunteers 
must be willing to stop taking medica- 
tions they are currently using to control 
tremor. Participants are not eligible if 
they received prior injections of the 
toxin, have dystonia, Parkinson's dis- 
ease or an anxiety disorder, or are using 
lithium, antiasthmatic or antidepres- 
sant medications. Women are not eli- 
gible if they are pregnant, nursing or 
planning a pregnancy. 

Once accepted, participants will re- 
ceive free medications, procedures and 
examinations. Upon completion of the 
study, all volunteers will be eligible to 
receive the toxin at no cost for one year.
